Orange juice every morning 
is just a matter of chilling the 
fruit in our automatic refrigerat- 
or over night, squeezing it in the 
morning——a matter of a few pen- 
nies each day. Orange juice should 
be prepared just before using—al- 
though if kept in the tray of your 
automatic refrigerator and allow- 
ed to freeze it is especially nice to) 
use on top of your beverage on 
warm days, 

Make orange marmalade for use 
later in the season—and use or- 
anges as an accompaniment, salad 
or dessert. Countless possibilities 
face us as we seek ways of using 
up the crop of gold that our local- 
ity produces annually. 

ORANGE SHERBET 

1 cup milk 

% cup sugar 

1 cup heavy cream 

1 egg white 

2-3 cup juice (1 lemon and re-
